The high school work was discontinued at the end of the 
school year, principally because nearly all of the pupils gradu- 
ated or left to attend school elsewhere. Because of the neglect 
necessitated in grade work by having ten grades in the school 
for two teachers, we have organized the grades on a more 
extensive plan, aiming at a better preparation of the pupils. 
When there are sufficient pupils to warrant continuing the 
high school work and providing teachers and equipment for the 
same, this matter should receive your consideration. There 
will be a class of six or seven next year who can take the first 
year of high school under the present arrangement. We be- 
lieve it advisable not to do more than that without another 
teacher and even this would not be advisable unless, as at 
present, there is a grade lacking in the classification of the 
pupils. 

We now have at the village teachers who are making the 
work alive, and teaching the cultural subjects as well as the 
fundamentals. The work in drawing and musie should be ap- 
preciated. With present Conditions continuing we hope to cor- 
rect most of the troubles in a year or two, and have as good 
schools and the pupils as well prepared as they are anywhere in 
the state. 

We ean not find much fault this year with any of your 
schools. The pupils are making excellent progress. The teach- 
ers are earnest and well trained. They are working to improve 
the schools and developing in service. 
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I have but lttle to recommend this year in the way of 
change. We need to keep what we have, and should, if neces- 
sary, pay the teachers sufficiently to retain their services. 

There should be some effort made to improve the seating 
and ventilation at the North school. It would be well also to 
jacket the stove at East village. 


It seems unfortunate to have to maintain so small a school 
on the meadow but there seems to be no other solution of the 
problem which seems advisable. 


We hope for your cooperation in making the schools of 
“Westmoreland efficient and meet the needs of the community.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland, in the County 
of Cheshire, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Hall, Park Hill, 
in said Westmoreland, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 

3. To choose three trustees of public funds, one for three 
years, one for two years and one for one year. 

4. To see what action the town will take towards main- 
taining the Putney ferry for the coming year and raise money 
for the same. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of seventy- 
five dollars to gravel the River road near Edward L. Bemis’. 

6. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to buy a suitable safe for the town clerk’s office and raise money 
for the same. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will raise in ad- 
dition to what is required by law for highways and bridges. 

8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
Money to secure state aid for building state road and main- 
tenance of the same. 

9. To see if the town will set aside the sum of two hundred 
dollars for patrol work on Mill Brook road, the same as in 1914 
and 1915.
